»bsolute monarchy ; for though it is the most powerful 
.n its operations, though the resources of the nation 
may be brought into action in less time and with more 
effect than under any other form of government, tho’ 
‘ts sinews are firmly knit together and united in the 
hand, and at the disposal of the prince, these advanta- 
zes are counterbalanced by so many, and so great in- 
conveniences and dangers to the community at large, 
as to make the scale preponderate greatly against it. 

It is inimical to, and destructive of, the dearest rights 
and privileges of man; it paralizes his energies, it 
-inks him below the level ef that rank, which nature 
designed he should hold in the creation, :; 

The prince, having the idea instille d into his mind 
from his infancy, that he is destined one day to reign, 
naturally becomes vain and haughty; he believes that 
he is something more than mortal, when the fact gene- 
rally is, that he is inferior in capacity and information, 
to thousands of his subjects, and is less qualified to 
hold the reins of government than they are. He fre
